THE LIBERAL OPPORTUNITY 


JN MY preceding article I noted the fact 
that in continental western Europe 
particularly im France, western Germany 
and Italy—men who profess the liberal 
rather than the socialist principle have now 
a small ascendancy within the anti-Com- 
munist coalitions that support the govern- 
ments.

THE DAY of small nations has 
passed away; the day of em- 
pifes has come.” 

You may have three guesses 
as to when that declaration was 
made, and by whom. Give up? 
Well, the famous British states- 
tan Joseph Chamberlain made 
that statement in 1904 during a 
speech at Birmingham, Eng. That 
was only 45 years ago. 

Yesterday the Dutch 
away their sovereignty to the 
rich Dutch East Indies over 
which the Netherlands had ruled 
for three centuries. ‘These 
brightest jewels in the Imperial 
Crown now comprise the United 
States of Indonesia—a Republic, 
The 70,000,000 nativés of these 
bounteous islands of spices and 
Sugar and rubber and oil are 
taking over management of their 
own birthright 

Thus the Netherlands has fol- 
lowed the footsteps of Britain 
which rapidly has turned her 
vast empire into a common. 
Wealth of independent nations. 
‘The Dutch Mdve gives us further 
indisputable proof that we must 
reverse Chamberlain's statement 
and note that “the day of em: 
Pires has passed away; the day 
of small nations has come.” 

The historic agreement be 
tween the Dutch and the Indo- 
nesians was signed at The Hague. 
Under that pact, which is subject 
to approval of the Dutch and 
Indonesian parliaments, the new 
republic becomes a sovereign part 

the Dutch commonwealth 
which is linked together by the 
Crown. The union fs similar to 
the British Commonwealth, 

On one important point the 
Indonesians were disappointed. 
They had wanted to include the 
Dutch portion of the great island 
of New Guinea in the republic. 
The Dutch opposed the transfer 
and finally the matter was com- 
promised on the basis that the 
Netherlands should retain control 
of the New Guinea territory for 
another year, pending further 
discussions as to its ultimate dis- 
position. The eastern part of 
New Guinea is, of course, -oc 
cupied by Australia.

TORONTO (CP)--H. H. Han- 
nam, president of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, said 
today he was convinced the “next 
great step forward in human his- 
tory” will be that of the world 
feeding itself by means of an 
orderly, organized, international 
plan. 


“IT believe that’s the real basis 
for both peace and security,’ 
said Mr. Hannam in an address 
before th® Empire Club of 
Canada. = 

Mr. Hannam outlined the steps 
leading to formation of the 
federation and its growth to an 
organization that now includes 
all branches of agriculture and 
all provinces, It has an affiliated 
membership of some 400,000— 
more than 60 per cent of the 
Dominion’s farmer population. 

“Our Canadian farmers want 
to put agriculture on a business 
basis,” said Mr. Harmam,

SCIENCE NEEDS TO 
KNOW MORE ABOUT 
NEURITIS AND NEURALGIA 
By EDWIN P, JORDAN, M.D. 

Neuritis means an infiamma- 
tion of a nerve or of nerves 
which is accompanied by pain 
and tenderness, disturbances of 
feeling or sensation, and a cer- 
tain amount of muscular wast- 
ing. Neuralgia merely means 
that there is pain in the nerve 
or nerves usually without the 
presence of inflammation. 

Because either neuritis or neu- 
ralgia can come. from many 
different diseases or conditions, 
the problem is always to try 
to find the cause. in each case. 
They are, for example, fairly 
frequent in diabetes, especially 
if the condition has not been 
controlled by suitable diet or in- 
sulin. 

Nerve pains can come from 
vitamin deficiency, especially the 
lack of vitamin B-1. One type 
of neuritis is common among 
the victims of chronie alcohol- 
ism. 

Perhaps at least part of the 
reason for this is that such per- 
sons substitute alcohol as a 
food in place of a properly bal- 
anced diet containing enough 
vitamin B-1. Whether this is 


true or not, this type of neuri- 
tis can be much improyed or 
even relieved entirely in many 
cases by giving enough of. this 
vitamin. 

Except in the simple cases, 
neuritis and neuralgia are often 
difficult to treat satisfactorily, 
In some cases: the pain .is so 
severe and so long-lasting that 
human nature is strained to the 
uttermost to stand it. Relief has 
sometimes been obtained by 
killing the nerve by injecting 
alcohol or by cutting the in- 
volved nerve surgically. Of 
course, this does not get at the 
j bottom of the trouble but it is 
occassionally necessary to bring 
relief from intolerable pain. 


Question: Will eating a lot of 
sugar candies and sweet stuff 
in the home cause sugar diabetes 
in childrén and adults? 

Answer: People who are over- 
weight and eat excessive quan- 
tities of sweets and starches are 
more. likeiy..to develop. diabetes 
than others. They do not always 
do so, however, and it is prob- 
ably incorrect to sayythat such 
eating actually causes’ diabetes.

103 Publications 
Barred By Canada 


OTTAWA (CP) Although 
Canada has no official censor of 
foreign books, she still has been 
able to ban 103 publications this 
year. 

This number, an 
35 over last year, came under 
the category of “treasonable, 
seditious, immoral or indecent.” 

The information was tabled in 
the Commons this afternoon by 
Revenue Minister McCann in 
reply to J. G. Dieferbaker (P.C. 
Lake Centre, Sask.) 

Mr. McCann said the position 
of publications examiner has not 
been filled since 1942, when the 
previous examiner retired 

Indeed, censorship “in 
broadest sense” was not exer 
cised by the department, but it 
was responsible for the adminis 
tration of a customs tariff item 
which prohibited- the entry 01 
immoral, indecent, treasonable 
and seditious literature 

The department therefore had 
banned 81 books so far this year, 
an increase of 36 over last year’s 
total, and 22 magazines and 
newspapers—down. one from the 
total last year. 

Comic books were not allowed 
into the country, but not because 
ot the department’s ban. Their 
prohibition came under the Emer- 
gency Exchange Conservation 
Act, designed to conserve
